—\ HAT the ſil E. Richardon having had ſeveral Suitd at Law vx 
commenced againſt him by 1-1/4 Vagrants, as Agents for Sailors 5 
who took the two French: Prizes, called Marquiſs D'. Aatin and 
4 Lei NN altho' m7 Cauſe hath been determined in his 
Favour, with Coſts, he yet was obliged to diſburſe the ſaid Coſts, the Prin. 
cipals. not being to be found, which with 130 J. due from James Richards 
fon, late Cabinet-maker, of Birctin-Lane, and 34 $4 10 5, now due from 
Richard Sifley, ſo greatly diſtreſſed the ſaid E. Richardſon, that he did, for 
the Benefit of his juſt Creditors, become a Bankrupt, the better to avoid the 
: ill Intentions of the above-mentioned Perſons, who had combined to ruin him, 
| So ſoon as the Commiſſion was advertiſed, Mr, Robert Purnalh, of Lom- 
bard-Street, whoſe Debt was at that Time about 60 J. deſired the ſaid Bank- 
rupt's Intereſt to be made an Aſſignee, in order to remove ſome Difficulties in 4 
his (Purnell's) Circumſtances, which were then embarraſs d (as the ſaid Mr. l 
Purnall told the Bankrupt) by the Delay of Remittances from abroad; at <q 
the ſame time ſhewing the ſaid Bankrupt a written Parchment; telling him oY 
that it was a Decree in Chancery, ſubjecting him (the ſaid Purnal!) to the Pay- 
ment of a conſiderable. Sum of Money, on account of a Guardianſhip : 2 
Which the Bankrupt complied with, not apprehending that any Detriment 5. 
to his Creditors might ariſe from thence, 90 | \ 
The other Aſſignee, Mr. Jobn Butler, of Broad-Street, Wapping, deſiring l 
Things of the ſaid Bankrupt very injurious to the other Creditors, took a 5 
Diſtaſte to the ſaid Bankrupt for refuſing his Requeſts; and did, in concert | 
with the ſaid Mr. Preynall, contrive every Method to diſtreſs the ſaid Bank- 
rupt in his Office, in Violation of their Promiſes made to him before their being 
+ choſe ; and contrary to the general kind Inclinations of his other Creditors, 
be higheſt whereof (in Value) having ſigned his Certificate, well knowin 
the Juſtneſs of the Accompt annexed ; and believing that the faid Bankrup 
would ſurrender his Office, in caſe his Eſtate and Effects, exclufive thereof, 
. woald not (when got in) be ſufficient to pay Fifteen Shillings in the Pound; 
the ſaid Bankrupt having deſired ſo to do, in preſence of the Right Honou- 
table the Lord Mayor, and Court of Aldermen. 8 Ek beep 
And notwithſtanding the Satisfaction that Honourable Court ſhewed there- 
to, by diſmiſſing the Petition of the faid Oe, who therein pray'd that 
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the ſaid Bankrupt might be diveſted of his Office ; they, the ſaid Aﬀignees, 
did petition the Right Honourable the Lord Chancellor, alledging, that the , 
Bankrupt had purchaſed his Office with borrowed Money; and that, with- 
out Sale thereof, his Eſtate and Effects already received and difcovered, were 
not ſufficient to pay Fe Shilliugs in the Pound: And, fince that Time, the 
mid Mr, Purnall, hath, by another Petition to his Lordſhip, alledged, that 
| | the Bankrupt's Eſtate and Effects would not amount to pay his Creditors 
Three Shillings in the Pound for their Debts by them reſpeCively proved, 
vnder the faid Commiſſion, without the Sale of the ſaid Office ; tho' the 
faid Mr. Purnall had abqut, or before that Time, purchafed Debts, fo 
. „ oved, at the Rate of Sixteen Shillings in the Pound; one in particular of 
Mr. 3 of paw ny 5 1 Ws 15 4 9 
The Bankrupt owns his having borrowed 300 7. to male up 930 . hesse 
Purchaſe of his 3 but that, long — — the Commiion, 448 
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he had diſcharged 1501. thereof; and is humbly of O inion, that his Ac» 
compt underneath will ſufficiently demonſtrate the Raſhneis of their Aﬀi-

Upon the firſt Affidavit, and the Bankrupt's Attorney's not exhibiting a 
Schedule of the Bankrupt's Eſtate and Effects, as requeſted, his Lordſhip or- 
dered the ſaid Bankrupt to ſurrender his Office, Upon which the Bankrupt 
ſecreted himſelf, he conceiving great Hopes from the Iſſue of a Cauſe now 
depending in the Court of Chancery; and already ſet down in the Lift, to 
be heard in due Courſe by his Lordſhip, wherein the Bankrupt is Plaintiff, 
by his Aſſignees, for 345 J. and upwards. And the Bankrupt now declares, 
in the Face of the World, that his Deſigns and Deſires were, and till are, 
freely to part with the ſaid Office, for the Benefit of his Creditors, in caſe the 
Aſſignees ſhould not be intitled to, and receive, the full Sum of 345 J. 105. 
Fc. on account of the ſaid Cauſe; or ſhould otherwiſe be who's to divide 

full Fifteen Shillings in the Pound. | _ 
As a farther Inſtance of the Severity of Mr. Butler and Mr. Purnall, Aſ- 
ſignces to the ſaid Bankrupt, they have refuſed to call together the Creditors, 
though often, by the ſaid Bankrupt, requeſted to do this, in order to convey 
ſome Information 1 for the Benefit of the Eſſate; and a ſpeedier Me- 
thod of getting in his Effects than hath, by the ſaid Aſſignees, been hitherto 
uſed. „ ; 
And the ſaid Aſſignees, as the Bankrupt is informed and verily believes, 
did. in February laſt, upon Oath declare to the Right Honourable the Lord 
Mayor and Court of Aldermen, that there was no Money due to the Bank- 
rupt's Eſtate from the Managers of the Prince Frederick and Duke Pri- 
vatecrs: And that the Debts due from Siſley were aſſigned over by the faid 
Bankrupt, and out of their Power; all which is anſwered by the ſaid Bank- 
rupt, in Manner tollowing : 

That the Bankrupt, about a Fortnight ſince, was informed by Mr. Hall, 
Clerk to the Commiſſion, that Mr. Purnall, an Aſſignee aforeſaid, had re- 
ceived, a few Days before, Forty Pounds from the Managers of the ſaid Prince 
Frederick and Duke Privateers; which isa Proof to the contrary: That Siſſey's 
Debts were aſſigned to one Mr, Higbmoor, an Attorney, who hath proved his 
Debt under the Commiſſion, is very true, but not till after the ſaid Rrichard- 
ſon was a Bankrupt ; which is well known to Mr. Hall the foreſaid Clerk to 
the Commiſſion, then in Pattnerſhip with Mr. Highmoor, and at that time 
Attorney to the ſaid Bankrupt ; when the ſaid Hall inſtructed and adviſed the 
ſaid Bankrupt to ſign a Deed, which he (Mr. Hall) had prepared, in favour 
of his Partner Mr. Highmoor, which was executed a Day or two before the 
iſſuing of the Commiſſion, vis. in April, 1749, and witneſſed by ſaid Mr, 
Hall, though (for Reaſons beſt known to himſelf) made to bear Date in June, 
1748, Theſe Reaſons, and ſeveral others (not proper to mention herein) 
the Bankrupt intends to lay before the Right Honourable the Lord High 
Chancellor of Great Britain, as ſoon as he ſhall be able to maſter the Ex- 
pence neceſſary for that Purpoſe, as an humble Apology for his Di/obedience 
to his Lord/hip's Commands , and, in the mean time, throws himſelf at the 
Feet of the Magiſtracy of this City, moſt humbly imploring their Compaſ- 
I and Protection, in favour of himſelf, his Wife, and two ſmall
